The chlcken seazon wan up Saturday, Sep-
tember 1, and already there have Deen scores
of parties loft this ecity for the numerous
woll known grounds throughout this state,
Bouth Dakota and Jowa. [eporis as to the
plentifulness of birds vary. Some bave It
that the crop |s larger than for a long series
of years, others that the birds are geareer
than over A prepondernnce of evidenoe,
however, hag |t that the birds are as plenti-
ful io all faveralble localltics as they have
been far e years. And this Is quite prob-
able, too, for notwithstanding the unprece-
dented drouth with wihieh the wostorn eoun-
try has beem visited, there ecartainly nevor
has been a more propitious season for nldif-
cation, hatching and rearing the young, and
T have yet 10 hear from kny authentic source
of any material destroction of the hirds
from a want of mulsture, With the guell it
1% the same, and In many instances two broods
have bLeen hitched, ns the nesting set in
carly, and the dry weather materially alded
the wyoung birds In thelr growth, and as
early as the 200h of July 1 saw young quail
myselfl piore than lall grown. The second
orop of bLirds will probably not reach thelr
full strength and size until late In the fall,
and hunters will In thelr rambies rmn
noroRs numerous broods too small to khoot
However, the quall shootlug does not open
up until October 1, and in the meantlime, the
chicken, grouse and upland plover will fuir-
nish ample sport for the gunuer. The plover
have been exceodingly plentiful this sum-
mer, but with the fOrst symptoms of frost will
wing their way to the warmer climes of
the south. Then along toward the Intter
end of the month the first isave of wild fowl
will be along, and above mll, chicken, grouss,
plover or quell, the dock and goose shool-
ing, in my estimation, is the aewme of sport.

If you have an old foothall plaver to coach
you, 80 much the better, but every boy should
goon acquire a perfect knowledge of the riles,
The ecaptain, with the help of the couch or
nembers of the tonm, should chose the men
to fill the different positions, and here the
best of Judgrment i85 (o be used. RBeginniae
with the end risher, you want a boy who is

He has one af the most important places
on the fAeld. When the opposite side has the
ball he should play wity out and foree the
runner in, Keeplng hlm belween himsell and
the tackle., Then at the right moment he
must dart In and tackle the ruuner low,
Having once touclied the runner with his
fingerda ho should mnever let go, but hold

on with a death grip, Should the runner get
round the outside of him he has o olear field
and may muke a long ruan with a possible
touch down. When his own side has the bail
he ploys in closer to the tackle, fellowing
every movement of the opposing end. Hix
business is to prevent that man from tacklng
the runner. Very often the end I8 given tho
ball to run with. Esery boy on the 1eam
should have good wind, but especially ls this
g0 In the ease of the end, who la a total
fallure without It. "The tackle comes next,
He shopuld be heavier and yet very Active,
He tas lots of work to do. When the op-
potents have the ball he must break through
and try to siop the kick or if they are golng

to run, prevent the runner and his inter-
ferenice from brenking through the ling on
him, When his own alde has the ball he Is
to block his opponent, that 1s prevent him
from gotting through to tackle the run-
ner. He i also onlled on 1o
maka an opening for the hacks

when they buck the Hpe at his place. The
guard should be of good welght, but nol so
heavy ns to be slow. One of his Important
dutlea Is to break through when the other
side Is ahout to kick, and prevent the guar-
terback from passing It back. Or if he can’t
Ao that which takes very guick work, he
shiould try to got im front of the ball and
stop the kick, The guard must not stand up
stralght where he can be bowled over easlly,
but get down low, on his knpes, I necessary.
When his own side has the ball he must
block hie oppoment. He can be of great ase
sistanca by preventing the opposing oenter
or guard from Interfering with the ball or
botbering his own center ruth,
CENTER AND (ai',\llTl-lﬂPH\CK,

The center has a very important and diMm
oult position, sinpe he alwoys hias the ball
to look after, Everything depends on how
the ball is sent back to the quarter, the best
and quickest way I8 to snap It buck on s
end 0 the latter gets in on a bound,

The center cannot afford to do any side
play withi his opponznt for fear he may fums-
ble the ball and thus throw the whole teim
Into confusion. In conjunection with the
guards e makes openings for the backs
ta got through. In standing he must b
ecareful not to lean forward too far, lest
